Since 1947, the yearbook has been titled Innitou. The book 
inscribes not only our class's history but also the history of our 
city. Innitou refers to one of our most notable landmarks, Horn 
Pond, a popular location for locals and travelers from other 
towns. The pond was where you walked your dog, rested ona 
bench to admire the sunset, hiked to view the Boston skyline and 
perhaps even the place that you rode a bike for the first time. 
Legend states that, long before the pond became a picturesque 
landmark, the Indian spirit Manitou viewed his reflection in the 
pond below. The natives at the time were the Massachusetts tribe 
and were living around Horn Pond Mountain. It was the tribe that 
declared the lake be named Lake Innitou meaning “Looking 
Place of the Great Spirit” in honor of Manitou. Today, however, 
most people simply refer to the body of water as Horn Pond. The 
name and legend of Innitou are commemorated by the Innitou 
Yearbook, in a similar way that our mark is remembered.

All the sites around Woburn have become our own but they 
were not always ours. Before us came generations that shaped 
our community. The Woburn Public Library, where many of us 
participated in the summer reading challenge growing up, 
opened its doors in 1879. Since its opening it has been 
declared as a national historic landmark. We received funding 
for our first high school in 1852, over 50 years later a new high 
school was built in 1906. This high school was replaced with 
Woburn Memorial High School in 2006, the building that we 
spent four years studying in. The Tanner Pride we radiate and 
boast, came from those who worked in leather tanneries before 


our time. We have embraced this history and made it our own.

We started as a yearbook staff in March when we 
applied and interviewed to be part of the team. 
Once we were hired, our first task as a team was to 
design the cover and choose a theme that we felt 
would fit our class.
